reliſhing of their dainty Palats z But my main cnd, 
and ſcope was, is, and ſhall be, ( ſo long as the preſerver 
of men, preſerveth me.) to make-plain, and patent, a 
cleare and eahe way, to (that which hath been ſo long 
kept inthe dack, al:hough it be molt necellary and pro- 
6:able ro come to open light, and to publique and 
vulgar view; to wit, to ) the knowledge of the holy 
word of God,,in its firit, Originall , and Primitive 
purity 3 that (o all knowing Chrittians, either Learned, 
( who have not tct foot, nor entred therein as yet ) 
or Unlearned, who defires to enter, and to have a plain
